He said Coder and Hurst were 
being cared for a private homes 
here' and their condition was such 
that they could not be Interview- 
ed. The men were badly beaten, 
he said, by a party of. armed men 
who kidnapped them in front of 
the Dallas city hall immediately 
upon their release from jail and 
' took them into tho country. 
"The 
comrades 
were 
beaten 
with ropes and left unconscious," 
Cline said. 
He added that they 


•were cared for at a cabin near 
the scene and recuperated 
suffi- 


ciently to make their way to 
Kansas City. 
Coder and Hurst had been jail- 


ed in Dallas for organizing a 
street demonstration. 
Other pri- 
soners beat them when they made 
speeches advocating racial equal- 
ity and intermarriage of negroes 
and whites. 
George Clifton Edwards, Dallas 
attorney, 
obtained 
their 
release 


from jail. 
He reported he, too, 


•was kidnapped, but was not harm- 
ed, merely being warned not to 
represent communists again. 


Cline said Hurst and Coder were 
cared for by negro farmers for 
gix days after the negroes found 
them lying by the side of a road 
near Dallas the morning after the 
alleged beating. 
Both organizers, Cline said, will 
return to Dallas to continue their 
work after their recovery.

FARM RELIEF PITFALL. 


It must be evident to all 


that the farm problem was 
not solved by the creation 
of the federal farm board 
and putting into its hands 
some hundreds of millions 
of dollars, theoretically for 
the purpose of forcing farm 
prices up and keeping them 
there. It is a great disap- 
pointment to both 
farmer 


and consumer, and there is 
a note of regret in the voices 
of those who say "I told you 
so." 


When the farm board en- 


tered the wheat market to 
buy millions of bushels of 
wheat the 
price 
dropped 


from $1.18 to 75 cents. And 
when it was rumored within 
the week that the board was 
about 
to 
sell 
35,000,000 


bushels, 
wheat 
dropped 


2 5-8 cents. 


If a mere rumor that the 


grain stabilization 'corpora- 
tion was about to sell 35,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat 
caused a considerable flurry 
on the market, what would 
happen if the corporation 
actually sold, not 35,000,000 
bushels, but its entire hold- 
ings? 


Some hold that as long 


as 
this 
vast quantity of 


grain remains in the hands 
of the government and the 
threat that it will be thrown 
on the market continues to 
exist, the price of wheat 
cannot rise very high. And 
the first move the govern- 
ment 
makes 
to sell will 


force the price down. 


Chairman Legge and his

Holding 
companies

that where such companies 
are used for railroad con-» 
trol,.as distinguished from 
ordinary financing purposes, 
they should be regulated by 
the 
interstate 
commecre 


commission. 


No 
great 
controversy 


should spring from this since 
both government and public 
seem reconciled to the ad- 
vantages and need for rail- 
road mergers and are less 
disposed than ever before 
to place any obstacles in the 
way of this seemingly nat- 
ural railroad development. 
Should the interstate com- 
merce commission be given 
jurisdiction over the hold- 
ing companies it will regu-

than prohibit

WATCH YOUR HEATING 


PLANT. 


During 
1929, 
heating 


plants and their accessories 
caused a fire loss in homes 
of the United State of $27,- 
763,153—one-fifth of the to- 
tal dwelling loss of $138,- 
511,146. This presents food 
for thought for every, home 
owner. 


The heaviest loss 
came 


from overheated or defec- 
tive chimneys, flues, cupolas 
and stacks — $12,938,328. 
Serious as this is, it is sim- 
ply a problem of c o r r e c t 
construction 
and 
keeping 


these parts free of accumu- 
lations of soot. 
Good con- 


tractors should know the re- 
quirements 
of safe chim- 


neys; in fact most municipal 
building codes give the spe- 
cifications, and standard re- 
quirements may be found 
in the Recommended Code 
of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. 


Only slightly less was the 


destruction caused by stoves, 
furnace, boilers and their 
pipes — $11,482,682. 
This 


again raises the question of 
good equipment, installation 
and maintenance. 


Hot ashes coals and open 


fires caused a loss of $3,- 
272,950. The trouble here is 
that so many people use 
combustible cartons or boxes 
for ashes. Then if.any rub- 
bish, paper or other burn- 
able material is near, the 
scene is set for a dangerous 
fire. 


One does not think of 


steam or hot water pipes as 
likely to start a fire, yet 
they caused a loss of $69,- 
193 in homes in 
1929. 
If 


these pipes are left in con- 
tinuous contact with wood 
or other burnable material 
is near, a gradual charring 
will occur. Finally, unusual 
heat will ignite the dried out 
and charred parts. The rem- 
edy is to cover pipes with as- 
bestos. 


Such simple precautions 


are well worth the time and 
effort required, not only to 
curtail the loss of over $27,- 
000,000 but also the loss of 
human life. Fires in dwell- 
ings take toll of more than 
6,000 lives annually.
